Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

• In claim 26, lines 1-2, "medium, defined on a computer memory storage device," 
has been changed to --memory device,-- 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-5, 8-9, 15-20, 25-27, 29-30, and 34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to independent claims 1, 27, and 30, the prior art of record fails to show or 
reasonably suggest the claimed invention taken as a whole with respect to a thumbnail display 
system removing a thumbnail from a thumbnail display at the conclusion of a fixed period of 
time, and displaying an access point to allow access to thumbnail images removed after the fixed 
period of time. 

The closest prior art found (Novak, US PG Pub # 20030126599 and Gatto, US Patent # 
7346917), discloses adding bookmarks to programming content and sending the bookmarks and 
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programming content to another device for playback and invoking of the bookmarks (see Office 
Action dated 12/28/2009, pages 3-4), and further displaying the bookmarks to be accessed by the 
user (Novak, figure 9), however does not disclose removing a bookmark from a display after a 
predetermined amount of time and accessing the bookmarks that were removed after a 
predetermined amount of time by invoking a displayed access point.
